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1952 — A New Recourse of Action 


The members of the Supreme Board during the years of 1952-1953, 
found their tasks to be many and varied. Of primary concern to Supreme 
Pres. Julia Mack was the writing of new By-Laws, financial status, insur- 
ance and sick benefits notwithstanding, and to arrange a budget that 
would increase the expense fund. Of immeasureable help in this matter 
was the Finance Committee and its chairman, Mrs. Veronica Liutkus. 

This Supreme Board was particulary energetic, delving into every 
phase of Alliance activity; writing new paragraphs to be included in the 
Charter, by-laws and Constitution thereby initiating an economy drive 
and saving hundreds of dollars; contacting Lithuanian women in all parts 
of the world, personally or by mail, to encourage closer understanding; 
arranging conferences with Mrs. G. Kaneb as National Conference Chair- 
man; and, doing their utmost to enliven the activity of weakened chap- 
ters and organize new chapters. 

March 5, 1952, marked the passing of another highly regarded individ- 
ual and loyal supporter of the Alliance, Monsignor Casimir Urbonavicius 
(So. Boston, Mass.), author of the A.L.R.C. Women’s Alliance Hymn. 


TWENTY-FIFTH CONVENTION 
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St. Anthony’s parish in Cicero, Ill., was the site of the 25th convention, 
held August 17-20, 1953, where delegates were most hospitably received by 
the members of Chapter 48, convention hostesses.
